Missoula, Mont., Aug. 5.— A general 
review of the tire situation in W estern 
Montana shows that 1,500 men are 
employed in fighting flames scattered 
over nine forests. 
It is also estim at­ 
ed. according to figures received by 


Assistant District Forester Silcox, that 
71,550 acres have been burned. 
This 
estimate, however, does not include 
the damage done to the Coeur d'Alene 
forest where fires have been excep­ 
tionally destructive. 
The total acre­ 
age will probably be So,OOO acres. 
The loss to the government, again 
exclusive of the Coeur d’Alene forest, 
is given at $200,000. 
The expense of 
fighting fires up to date is estimated 
at near $50,000. 
It is thought that the 
total acreage of private land burned 
over will be close to 50,000, with a to­ 
tal private loss of USO,OOO. 
The loss 
of tim ber on the Glacier National park 
is estimated at 150,000,000 feet of tim­ 
ber, covering 5,000 acres.

When Harm on resigned the judge­ 
ship in Cincinnati Taft was appointed 
to till the vacancy. 
Stranger yet, the 
appointment was made by Joseph B. 
Foraker, then governor. 
Somewhat 
later 
Grover Cleveland, 
in 
looking 
over the country for an attorney gen­ 
eral, saw the lank and somewhat rug­ 
ged form of Harmon, who up to that 
time had been known only as a law- 
Jer whose fame extended scarcely be­ 
yond his own town 


hardly refuse this gage of battle, and 
hence the outcome in th)* Buckeye 
State should give a clear line on the 
attitude of American voters on the tar 
iff law. 
indeed, Mr. T aft naturally 
j feels that the outcome In his own state 
■ will be regarded as a verdict on his 
1 own administration. 


Harmon Noted For Independence. 


Governor ilariuon is nearly ten yours 
older than his opponent, having beeu 
born in 1846. 
Both are graduates of 
Ohio colleges and both have made their 
own way iii tile world. 
Harmon was 
originally a 
Republican, 
but 
broke 
away in the Greeley campaign. 
For a 
time in the early seventies he was coil 
needed with a People's party move­ 
ment in Ohio, but later became a Dem 
ocrat. 
He has always shown ludo 
penitence in politics, however, and on 
more than one occasion has broken 
witli th** machine in local matters 
Even as governor he lins not always 


been in harmony with the party m an­ 
agers. 
Before the convention which renom­ 
inated him for governor he locked 
horns with William J. Bryan on the 


subject oT*nominating a "candidate lur 
United States senator. 
The governor 
was against taking that action and 
won out. 
He also opposed a public 
utilities commission, by winch he fur­ 
ther alienated some of the Bryan-John- 
son wing of his party. 
Ills latest con­ 
spicuous action as governor In the 
Newark affair, where he took a decid­ 
ed stand against the mayor, although 
that official was a Democrat, shows 
something of the same Independent 
spirit. 
Proves His Courage. 


In his campaign against graft and 
official peculation Governor Harmou 
has exhibited an equal courage. 
He 
has not made a great deal of noise as 
governor, but his quiet efficiency has 
attracted the notice of the country. 
At 
the first meeting of the house of gov­ 
ernors he was chosen to preside, and 
when the body called at the White 
House President Taft singled him out 
tor a compliment. 
This is the sort of 
man W arren G. Harding has to beat 
before attaining the ambition of his 
life. 
As to H arding tieing the best cam ­ 
paigner In Ohio there is distinguished 
authority. President Taft says so. add 
log. “with the possible exception of 
Foraker.” 
In his campaign for the nomination, 
which he made frankly and without 
I mock modesty, Mr. Harding held aloof ( 
I from factions. 
Although classed as a 


I Foraker man, ho had in lbON practically j 
repudiated Foraker. 
That was at the 
J time the Cincinnati senator attacked 
Taft. 
Yet 
the 
Foraker 
followers j 
.throughout tin* state rallied to Harding 
In this year's contest for the nomina- 
j tion, so that the breach, if the dis- 
i agreement ever reached the stage of 
i being called a breach, may be consid­ 
ered healed. 
Another incident showing the quality j 
of tin* Republican candidate was his ' 
break with Governor Herrick. 
Hard- i 
iug was lieutenant governor at the ! 
same time Herrick was governor, and I 
the two parted company because Hard- j 
lug wanted to be governor at the next | 
election 
Presidency Also at Stake. 
Tin* real issue in Ohio, however, is! 
not tin* governorship, but the pres!- i 
' deney. 
Not only did Hie Democratic 
convention propose Judson Harmon for 
the nomination in 1912, but the Repub- I 
lieun convention accepted the challenge ' 
by indorsing T aft for another term, i 
Thus the fight assumes almost the p ro- 
I portions of a presidential contest 
Should Harmon win he will almost j 
j certainly become the Democratic stand- i 
ard bearer two years lienee, while I 
j President Taft will be humiliated and 
I to some extent discredited by a repudi- 
; at Ion in las own state. 
Should Hard | 
I ding be successful the result would I 
' universally be regarded as the ellmlna 
tion of Ilarmon ami the triumph of j 
! Taft. 
On state issues it has been generally j 
! conceded that flu* Denim ratio governor 
had an ext client chance to succeed 
himself, yet it must be remembered 
I that on national issues Ohio lins been 
uniformly Republican. This makes the I 
outcome more uncertain. 
Nor do tin* complication* end here 
The insurgent movement and the pop- | 
ular feeling against the tariff law are 
new factors the strength of which can

not as yet be measured 
Then, too. i 
Theodore Roosevelt has announced that !I 
he will make no speeches in Ohio this 
year. 
In view of the defeat of the 
Garfield platform w hat interpretation 
will the country place on his silence?
